An Atlantic Port—Tha irorwegian 


steamer Augvald, 2,033 tons, bound 
from a French port for Baltimore, has 
'alien a victim to a German, subma- 
rine. A transatlantic liner brought the 
news of the sinking of the Augvald In 
mldocean and also landed 11 members 
of the crew of 2T men. Three of the 
crew -were drowned and the remaining 
13 ere nnaccounted for. 


The rescued men •were picked up ty 


the liner after having drifted help- 
lessly for 11 days, subsisting most of 
that time on seaweed and rainwater 
•wrung from their clothing or caught 
In their caps. They were In an er- 
hausted condition -when picked up, but 
by careful nursing on board the liner 
they had fairly, recovered when ttey 
reached here. 
According to the crew the steamer 


vas stopped by shell fire, the crew or 
dered into two boats and the ship was 
sunk -with, bombs. 
Captain Egge of thf* Augvald left 


the ship with 12 men in his boat and 
It became separated from the other 
lifeboat containing 14 of the crew. For 
two days the latter boat drifted about 
and -was then upset In a storm. Three 
of the mei -were swept away and the 
others managed to right the boat and 
bale It out. They lost all their food 
and fresh water and even their oars 
were gone.
